More  Streamlined 

New  Services  Include  Film 
Library,  Browsing  Room, 
Records  and  Studio. 

A  new  program  designed  to 
streamllr.e  and  animate  the  lib¬ 
rary’s  .  role  on  the  campus  and  in 
this  district’s  educational  program 
has  been  announced  by  Paxton 
Price,  librarian.  The  library  build¬ 
ing  will  house  sucli  services  as  a 
■  browsing  room,  record  library  and 
studjo,  picture  loan  service,  film 
library,,  and  collections  of  sample 
text  books  and  children’s  litera¬ 
ture,  all  made  possible  by  a  new 
enlarged  budget. 

The  large  first  floor  room  at  the 

*  north  end  of  the  library  will  soon 
■become  the  browsing  room,  design¬ 
ed  to  take  the  edge  off  traditional 
library  formalism.  This  room  will 
include  the  current  magazines  and 
newspapers,  along  with  a  rotating 
collection  of  novels,  plays,  essays, 
and  other  books  of  popular  inter¬ 
est.  All  new  books  of  general  in¬ 
terest  will  be  on  display  here  first. 
The  decorations  will  include  at¬ 
tractive  furniture,  end  and  coffee 
tables,  table  lamps,  wall  pictures, 
floor  length  draperies,  and  indirect 
lighting  equipment. 

Near  the  browsing  ‘  room  will  be 
a  record  library  and  studio.  On  the 
shelves  of  the  studio  will  be  the 
master  works  used  by  the  music 
department  records  to  aid  such 
departments  as  those  of  speech 
and'  social  science,  and  the  foreign 
language  records.  Four  record 
machines,  equipped  with  earphones, 
.will  be  installed.  This  room  will 
also '  have  indirect  lighting  and 
comfortable  furniture.

.  Approximately  one  hundred  fine 
art  reproductions  by  old  and  mod¬ 
ern  masters  will  be  processed  and 
framed  by  the  library  staff  to  be 
lent  to  students.

•  thereby  making  accessible  to  stu¬ 
dents  those  rare  works  the  origin¬ 
als  of  which  are  now  in  private 
collections  and  distant  museums.

Some  of  the  pictures  will  be  hung 
in  the  lobbies  of  the  quad  and  the 
dormitory,  and  the  remainder 
which  are  not  borrowed  by  students 
will  £e  available  to  members  of  the 
faculty  for  use  in  classrooms  and 
offices.

A  film  library  of  educational  and 
recreational  16  mm.  films  will  be 
built  up  to  aid  teachers  of  North¬ 
west  Missouri  in  class  room  in¬ 
struction.  The  library  will  event¬ 
ually  include  two  to  three  hundred 
current  films  covering  the  various 
fields  of  education  and  phases  of 
instruction.  All  films  will  be  ser¬ 
viced  and  repaired  at  the  library. 
They  will  be  shipped  to  schools  in 
this  district  upon  request. 

Also'  to  serve  the  teachers  of 
this  district  will  be  separate  col¬ 
lections  of  sample  text  books  and 
children's  literature. 

In  the  text  book  collection  will 
be  exhibited  the  copies  of  all  the 
text  books  publishers  are  currently 
marketing.  The  collection,  which 
will  always  include  the  latest  edi¬ 
tions,  will  serve  as  a  guide  to 
.  teachers  of  all  grades  from  elemen¬ 
tary  through  high  school.  A  pro¬ 
ject  such  as  this  type  to  help 
teachers  of  the  district  acquaint 
themselves  with  the  texts  used 
throughout  the  country  has  long 
been  desired  and  will  undoubtedly 
be  a  great  service  to  all  teachers 
of  Northwest  Missouri,  i. 

The  children’s  literature  collec¬ 
tion  will  be  developed  through  the 
cooperation  of  the  library  and 
English  staffs.  It  will  Include 
books  of  elementary  literature  to 
provide  teachers  and  future  teach¬ 
ers  with  a  working  knowledge  of 
the  types  of  literature  prescribed 
for  grades  from  the  first  to  the 
eighth.  This,  special  collection  will 
be  housed  at  the  Horace  Mann 
building  where  the  books  will  be 
available  to  the  students  there.

pll  together  at  home  for  the  first 
time  since  1930.  It  is  a  long  time, 
and  quite  a  few  changes  have  taken 
place.  The  conditions  here,  in  Nor¬ 
way  are  fairly  good;  far  better,  I 
believe,  than  in  most  of  the  coun¬ 
tries  in  Europe.  The  government  has 
been  successful  in  maintaining  a 
high  standard  of  living,  and  it  has 
also  kept  the  inflation  away.  Of  )- 
pourse,  sines  we  depend  very  much 
upon  world  trade,  it  is  clear  that  the 
fislng  of  prloes  in  the  United  States 
lias  a  considerable  influence  here. 


An  extensive  rebuilding  program  has 
been  carried  out.  In  Oslo  alone, 
close  to  3,000  new  apartments  have 
been  built  since  the  war  ended  de¬ 
spite  the  fact  that  towns  that  were 
completely  destroyed  during  the  war 
have  priority  on  all  building  mater¬ 
ials.  Our  industry  has  reached  1939 
level  and  its  production  is  still  going 
up.  As  a  whole,  the  Norwegians 
have  tried  to  work  hard  to  get  over 
the  set  back  that  was  caused  by  the 
war. 

I  presume  you  will  ask:  Do  we 
need  the  Marshall  plan?  The  answer 
would  be  a  definite  "yes.”'  We  need 
machinery  for  our  industry  and  for 
our  agriculture.  But  we  do  not  need 
it  so  badly  that  we  would  agree  to 
any  political  implications  that  the 
plan  is  feared  to  contain.  The  Nor¬ 
wegians  are  much  like  the  Amer¬ 
icans  with  respect  to  culture,  but,  as 
I  always  used  to  say,  the  country 
■itself  cannot  afford  a  capitalistic 
system.  We  need  a  central  planning 
and  we  also  need  and  want  state 
•Control  of  'the  vital  industries  and 
utilities. 

Well,  so  much  for  politics.  I  am . 
now  taking  Latin,  which  is  required 
before  I  take  the  examination  iii 
English.  Latin  is  taught  over  three 
semesters  so  I  do  not  profit  much 
from  the  lectudss  as  I  plan  to  take 
the  examination  before  Christmas. 

I  am  working  very  hard,  but  I  want 
to  get  through  as  fast  as  possible.  If 
I  can  keep  that  speed  I  shall  get  my 
degree  in  three  years. 

•  As  I  mentioned  in  the  beginning 
I  now  realize  how  easy  it  was  to 
study  at  the  Northwest  Missouri, 
State  Teachers  College.  All  the  peo¬ 
ple  that  I  have  talked  with  think 
that  I  have  been  very  lucky  to  have 
had  this  opportunity.  Arid  I  do  feel 
that  the  two  years  in  Maryville  are 
the  best  years  of  my  life,  not  only 
from  the  point  of  view  of  schooling 
but  also  because  of  the  friendliness 
I  was  met  with,  and  because  of  all 
I  saw  and  because  of  the  experience. 

X  thank  you,  President  Jones,  for 
what  you  did  for  me  and  for  what 
you  are  doling  for  all  the  foreign 
students  that  visit  the  College. 

Please  give1  my  regards  to  Dean 
Cunningham  and  other  members  of 
the  faculty.  I  hope  I  shall  have  time 
to  write  to  some  of  them  soon;  Also 
remember  me  to  Mrs.  Jones.  If  you 
ever  have  the  opportunity  it  would 
be  nlee  if  you  could  come  to  ’Nor¬ 
way;  It  is  cold,  but  it  Is  a  beautiful  * 
place.

25,  1905.  It  had,  however,  been 
thought  about,  dreamed  of,  nnd 
fought  over  for  many  years  prior  to 
that  date.  Mr.  J.  H.  Lemon  staged  a 
valiant  fight  for  the  creation  of  ‘thfe 
school  district.  Mr.  Lemon,  n 'rep¬ 
resentative  from  a  section  of  Nod¬ 
away  county  near  Clcarmont,  wns 
so  dominant  in  leading  the  move  for 
the  school  that  it  became  known  as 
the  "Nodaway  County  Normal  Bill.” 
People  of  Northwest  Missouri  who 
are  proud  of  their,  district  school 
have  often  called  Representative  J. 
H.  Lemon  the  “Father  of  the  STC.” 

Selection  of  Site 

After  news  of  the  passage  of  the 
bill,  selection  of  a  site  was  the  pro¬ 
minent  feature  for  consideration. 
Five  towns  from  the  Northwest  Mis¬ 
souri  District,  constituted  of  nine¬ 
teen  counties,  vied  for  the  honor  of 
being  selected  as  a  location  for  the 
College.  1  " 

the  citizens  of  Maryville  went 
wild  with  sheer  joy  when  news  came 
that  their  city  had  been  chosen.  A 
celebration  ensued  that  cohid  be 
heard  from  one  end  of  town  to  the 
other  and  lasted  from  late  afternoon 
of  August  4,  1905,  to  early  morning 
of  August  5. 

Material  aid  for  the  erection  of 
the  school  included  eighty-six  acres 
of  land  in  a  most  suitable  site  and 
$58,000  tendered  by  the  city  of  Mary¬ 
ville  and  Nodaway  county. 

Regents  Appointed 

A  board  of  regents  was  appointed. 
It  held  its  first  meeting  in  St.  Joseph 
on  January  11,  1906.  Pi'of.  Frank 
Deerwater  of  the  State  Normal 
School  of  Warrensburg  wns  chosen 
president.  His  executive  duties  be¬ 
gan  immediately  '  and  he  entered 
upon  the  task  of  organization,  which 
progressed  rapidly.  The  faculty  was 
chosen  on  March  13,  1906.  The  cor¬ 
nerstone  for  the  Administration 
Building  was  laid  on  October  12, 
1007.  Ceremonies,  witnessed  by 
10,000,  were  '  conducted  by  the 
Masons,  and  Governor  Folk  was  the 
speaker  of  the  day. 

Two-Year  Normal 

The  school  began  as  a  two-year 
normal  school.  In  the  beginning,  it 
served  mostly  students  of  high  school 
rank,  but  gradually  it  .achieved  a 
collegiate  atm'osphere.  It  became  a 
standard  four-year  college  in  June, 
1916. 

First  classes  were  held  in  the  fall 
of  1906  in  a  building  donated,  by 
the  city,  located  on  the  campus,  and 
formerly  used  by  the  Maryville 
Seminary.  Students  and  teachers 
endured  the  hardships,  of  cramped 
quarters  and  scattered  classes  in 
buildings  all  over  town  until  Octob¬ 


er,  1910,  when  they  moved  to  the 
administration  building,  nearing 
domplctlon  on  a  campus  of  117  acres. 

Enrollment  figures  for  the  first 
year  were  approximately  175  stu¬ 
dents,  and  the  first  faculty  consisted 
of  fifteen  members. 

Following  Mr,  Deerwester  as  presi¬ 
dent  were  Homer  Martlcn  Cook,  Dr. 
H.  K.  Taylor,  Dr.  Ira  Richardson, 
and  Dr.  Uel  W.  Lnmkin  before  the 
present  administrate*,  Dr.  J.  W. 
Jones.  Many  improvements  in  the 
College— in  curriculum,  plant,  per¬ 
sonnel,  service  to  students,  to  state, 
to  nation,  to  the  world,  have  been 
brought  by  thesq  lenders. 

Today,  besides  the  Administration 
Building,  the  local  school  includes 
the  Horace  Mann  Laboratory  School, 
a  new  library,  mnnunl  arts  build¬ 
ing  and  gymnasium.  Residence 
Hall  hns  been  constructed  and  ser¬ 
ves  as  living  quarters  for  women 
and  five  dormitory  buildings  known 
as  the  “Men's  Quads,"  house  the 
men  students.  A  home  economics 
practlce\house,  several  acres  to  the 
original,  college  farm,  “barns,  a 
greenhouse,  a  power  ]3lant  have  been 
added. 

Fully  Accredited 

Academically,  the  College  today 
is  fully  accredited.  Its  graduates 
can  enter  the  universities  which  of¬ 
fer  graduate  study  and  find  that 
their  degrees  are  accepted.  Three 
degrees  the  College  now  confers:  the 
A.  B.,  the  B.  S.,  and  the  B.  S.  in 
Education.  It  is  approved  by  the 
North  Central  Association  of  Col¬ 
leges  and  Secondary  Schools,  by  the 
American  Association  of  Teachers 
Colleges,  and  by  the  American  As¬ 
sociation  of  University  Women. 

As  its  part  of  the  war  effort,  the 
College  supported  a  Navy  V-12  unit 
from  the  fall  of  1943  to  the  fall  of 
1945.'

The  results  of  the  recent  elec¬ 
tion  of  Faculty  Council  members 
show  Hint  the  Council  for  1947-

The  Faculty  Council  consists  of 
the  President,  the  Dean  of  the 
Faculty  and  nine  other  members 
chosen  by  the  faculty.  Three  mem¬ 
bers  are  elected  each  year  for  a 
three  yenr  term. 

The  Council  reports  Its  nctlons 
to  the  faculty  and  makes  recom¬ 
mendations  for  faculty  action,  con¬ 
i’  skiers  problems  presented  to  it 
concerning  student  welfare  and, 
again,  makes  recommendations  as 
it  deems  ndvisable,  is  concerned 
with  the  ways  and  means,,  of  im¬ 
proving  classroom  Instruction  .and 
is  the  representative  legislative 
body  of  the  faculty. 

It  also  considers  suggestions 
from  any  member  of  the  faculty 
relative  to  matters  dealing  specif¬ 
ically  with  the  standards  and  re¬ 
quirements  for  the  various  certifi¬ 
cates,  diplomas,  and  degrees  and 
makes  recommendations  to  the 
faculty  on  these  matters.

Big  Bulldog  Line  Makes 
Maryville  Task 
Difficult. 

Friday*  evening,  November  7,  the 
Mnryvtlle  Bearcats  will  meet  the 
Kirksville  Bulldogs  on  the  Bull¬ 
dogs’  home  field.  The  game,  be¬ 
ginning  at  eight  o'clock,  will  ■  cli¬ 
max  Kirksville's  homecoming  cel¬ 
ebrations. 

The  Bearcats,  who  have  been 
fighting  a  jinx  so  far  this  season, 
will  attempt  to  add  a  victory  to 
their  record.  They  seem  to  play 
their  best  when  confronted  by 
tough  opponents,  and  the  Bulldogs 
should  offer  plenty  of  competition. 

So  far  this  season  the  Kirksville 
Bulldogs  have  suffered  two  defeats. 
On  October  10,  they  were  defeat¬ 
ed  14  to  G  in  a  hard  fought  game 
with  the  Springfield  Bears.  Then, 
October  24,  a  surprising  Rolla  team 
upset  the  Bulldogs  25  to  G. 

Maryville  Bearcats  fared  much 
better  with  these  same  two  teams, 
tying  the  Bears  and  losing  by  a 
one-touchdown  margin  to  the  Rol¬ 
la  Miners. 

These  figures  favor  the  Bear¬ 
cats,  but  the  Bulldogs,  hopped-up 
on  ■  homecoming  spirit,  will  prob¬ 
ably  be  hard  to  beat. 

Coach  James  Dougherty's  start¬ 
ing  lineup  averages  a  hefty  191 
pounds.  Center  Louis  Fett  at  225 
pounds  is  the  heaviest  regular  in 
the  Bulldog  forward  wall.  Stand¬ 
out  performers  in  the  backfield 
are  former  all-conference  quarter¬ 
back,  Darrel  Gourley,  and  200 
pound  fullback  Stan  Sadich. 

With  the  exception  of  Marvin 
Weed,  the  Bearcat  team  should  be 
in  good  shape  for  the  game.  Mar¬ 
vin,  whose  line  plunging  has  been 
a  big  factor  in  the  Bearcat  suc¬ 
cesses,  has  been  slowed  down  con-/ 
siderably  by  a  knee  injury  incurred 
in  the  Rolla  game.

Bnck  in  the  late  thirties  opponents 
of  the  Bearcats  were  amazed  when 
they  beheld  a  giant  of.  a  man  op¬ 
posite  them  in  the  line  on  the  foot¬ 
ball  field  or  playing  Jumping  center 
on  the  basketball  court.  The  man 
was  A.  J.  “Ike"  Howell,  all  six  feet 
ten  inches  of  him,  and  his  tremen¬ 
dous  reach  helped  him  to  grab  ball 
carriers  and  throw  them  to  the  turf 
or  bat  down,  potential,  baskets  on  the 
hardwood. 

Since  those  days,  1936-1940.  to  be 
exact,  “Ike”  has  been  coaching  and 
teaching  in  Georgia,  his  home,  state. 
At  present  he  and  his  wife  are  at¬ 
tending  the  New  Orleans  Baptist 
Theological  Seminary  in  New  Or¬ 
leans,  Louisiana.  He  is  majoring  in 
theology  and  his  wife  is  majoring  in 
religious  education. 

The  most  amazing  fact  about  the 
height  of  Mr.  Howell  is  that  hie  is 
now  exactly  seven  feet,  having 
grown  two  inches  since  he  last 
jumped  center  for  the  Bearcats. 
“Ike”  weighs  300  pounds,  and  would 
be  a  hard  man  to  move  in  the  line 
if  he  were  back  at  his  old  spot  at 
tackle.

A  scintillating  scamper  good  for 
sixty-nine  yards  in  the  second 
quarter  and  an  almost  unbelievable 
series,  of  events  oh  the  last  play  of 
the  game  gave  Rockhurst  college 
its  second  major  upset  in  two 
weeks  last  night  as  the  Hawks  de¬ 
feated  Maryville  State  Teachers 
college,  14  to  0,  in  Kansas  City.  I 

A  crowd  of  about  3,500  .persons 
in  Bourke  field  stadium  witnessed 
more  thrills  in  the  one  game  than 
most  fans  see  in  an  entire  season. 

John  Stapler,  Hawk  halfback, 
furnished  the  first  when,  on  the 
last  play  from  scrimmage  in  the 
second  quarter,  he  started,  aronnd 
right  end  behind  a  4-man  blocking 
:  spearhead  and  wound  up  some  few 
seconds  later  in  tHe  Maryville  end 
zone. 

But  the  most  fantastic  event 
came  on  the  final  play  of  the  con¬ 
test.  The  Bearcats,  in  a  desperate 
attempt  to  score,  engineered  a  play 
in  which  five  laterals  were  thrown 
before,  on  the  fifth  flin:g,  George 
Fitzsimmons,  Hawk  centerr,  got  in 
the  way  and  took  the  foall  on  a 
15-yard  jaunt  into  the  Maryville 
end  i  zone,  untouched  hy  any  de¬ 
fender. 
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BRUCE  PETERS 

Bruce  Peters  was  born  in  Creston, 
Iowa,  in  the  year  1922.  Peters  did 
not  go  to  high  school  in  Creston, 
however.  He  did  his  football  playing 
in  Orient,  a  small  town  in  Iowa.  He 
attended  Orient  High  School  from 
1938  , to  1941.  in  these  four  years  of 
high  school  ball  he  proved  himself 
a  very  versatile  ball  player.  He  did 
not  confine  his  athletic  career  to 
football,  however,  as  he  was  a  bas¬ 
ketball  player  and  a  track  man  as 
well. 

Bruce  stands  five  feet  nine  and 
weighs  in  at  one  hundred  sixty- 
eight.  He  is  twentyrfive  years  old 
and  can  run  like  a  deer.  Although 
aging  he  has  maintained  most  of  his 
speed  and  is  definitely  respected 
by  the  opposition.  They  know  that 
once  Bruce  finds  himself  in  an  open 
field  that  it  will  take  a  fast  man  to 
overtake  him.  Bruce  is  a  hard  man 
to  bring  down  and  with  his  speed 
hits  with  a  terrific  impact  that 
sends  the  defenders  reeling. 

Peters  will  be  playing  out  of  the 
half  back  spot  this  year  and  if  the 
line  can  open  the  holes  for  this 
speed  merchant  he  will  produce  like 
a  highly  polished  machine.  A  char¬ 
acteristic  of  Peters’  play  is  his  abil¬ 
ity  to  hit  the  line  and  move  to  the 
sidelines  where  he  can  open  up.  It 
is  extremely  difficult  to  hold  a  man, 
with  his  ability  to  move,  in  check 
for  a  very  long  period. 

Bruce  is  sent  into  the  game-  to  lend 
his  experience  to  the  Bearcat  de¬ 
fense. 

HAROLD  JOHNSON 

“Swede”  Johnson,  whose  given 
name  is  Harold,  was  born  and  reared 
in  Red  Oak,  Iowa.  Red  Oak  is  locat¬ 
ed  in  ■■the  southwest  corner  of  the 
state  and  has  a  population  of  ap¬ 
proximately  six  thousand.  Harold 
was  bom  July  1,  1922.  He  is  a  senior 
at  the  college,  his  major  being  phys¬ 
ical  education.  Johnson  stands  five 
feet  ten  inches  tall  and  weighs  two 
hundred  pounds.  He  is  the  first 
string  guard  on  the  football  squad 
this  year  and  a  co-captain. 

Johnson  started  his  football  career 
in  his  high  school  by  standing  out 
in  various  athletic  events.  His  chief 
interest,  however,  was  football.  He 
played  a  terrific  tackle  position  but 
has  used  his  versatility  to  become  a 
fine  guard. 

This  year  Johnson  has  started  in 
all  Maryville’s  games  and  has  played 
a  fast,  hard,  charging  game  of  ball 
typical  of  a  great  player.  Last  year 
Johnson  was  a  standout  of  the  team 
and  was  in  on  innumberable  tackles. 
He  is  one  of  the  outstanding  defen¬ 
sive  men  on  the  ball  club.  In  the 
Rockhurst  game  last  fall  Johnson 
proved  to  be  the  big  gun  in  the 
line  for  the  winners,  stopping  sev¬ 
eral  thrusts  by  the  Hawks.  He  com¬ 
bined  with  the  rest  of  the  line  to 
lead  play  after  play  in  their  march 
to  victory.  It/ was  not  all  the  back- 
field,  for  Jamison  was  one  of  the 
boys  who  ww  opening  the  holes  for 


the  hard  hitting  backs  to  slither 
through  for  the  points.  And  when  it 
came  time  for  the  extra  points  to 
be  made  it  was  Johnson,  in  close 
harmony  with  the  line,  that  made  it 
possible  for  the  conversion.  It  is 
needless  to  say  that  he  will  be  a  big 
asset  to  the  team  in  their  march 
for  the  conference  championship. 

RALPH  KURTRIGHT 

Ralph  Kurtright  was  bbrn  in  Al¬ 
bany,  Missouri,  in  the  summer  of 
1914.  He  was  reared  in  Albany  and 
played  football  for  the  local  high 
school  team.  His  ability  as  an  extra 
point  kicker  has  produced  many 
points  for  his  team  and  he  has 
proved  a  constant  headache  to  the 
opposition.  Kurtright  is  used  spar¬ 
ingly  by  Coach  Milner  because  of 
his  educated  toe  that  may  prove 
fatal  to  some  ball  club  when  the 
score  is  tied  and  an  extra  point  will 
win  the  game.  He  works  hard  on 
the  practice  field  as  well  as  in  school 
and  seldom  misses  a  chance  to 
convert. 

Kurtright  stands  five  feet  and 
eight  inches,  and  weighs  one  hund¬ 
red  and  eighty  pounds.  He  is  com¬ 
paratively  small  but  uses  his  slight¬ 
ness  to  slither  from  the  blocks  of 
the  opposition.  He  was  a  stand  out 
on  his  high  school  team  before  he 
graduated  in  the  year  1931.  He 
played  all  his  football  in  high  school 
at  his  home  town. 

Kurtright  played  his  last  year  of 
collegiate  football  for  Maryville  in 
1940.  In  his  last  effort  he  scqred. 
extra  points  in  all  of  the  Maryville 
games.  He  proved  to  be  a  tremens  • 
dous  help  t(j  the  squad  with  thi  s 
ability.  He  entered  the  armed  ser  - 
vices  of  his  country  and  fought  for 
what  he  thought  was  right.  Lab  er 
he  received  his  discharge  and  ej  n- 
rolled  in  Northwest  Missouri  SU  ite 
Teachers  College  in  1947  for  his 
senior  'year.  ’  / 

Ralph’s  greatest  thrill  .was;,  his 
winning  field  goal  against  Was’ti  |ng- 
ton  University  of  St.  Louis  in  1939 
which  helped  the  Bearcats  U  o  an 
undefeated  season.  ,  . 

REX  ADAMS  / 

Rex  Adams  is  a  native  of  (Mary¬ 
ville.  Rex  stands  five  feet  sev»m  and 
weighs  155  pounds.  He  is  twenity-four 
years  old  and  is  married./  In  his 
high  school  .days  Rex  was  /an  out¬ 
standing  athlete  in  a  majority  of 
the  competitive  games  ofl'ered  by 
his  high  school.  This  year  t!(ie  speedy 
halfback  is  showing  his  }ie  jls  to  op¬ 
ponents  every  time  he  cu  rries  the 
ball.  In  the  first  game  this,'  year  Rex 
executed  a  nicely  timed  le/teral  pass 
to  a  teammate  for  a  Bear  nat  touch¬ 
down.  He  stood  out  in  thi  is  game  on 
offense  as  well  as  defens  j>  and  was 
one  of  the  main  beariijigs  in  the 
team's  smooth  operati-o-n.  He  ac¬ 
counted  for  a  neat  sum  of  yards  as 
the  compiled  statistics  later  proved. 

Last  year  Adams  proved  to  be  one 
of  the  Bearcats’  chief  ground  gain¬ 
ers.

their  potential  ground  offensive  Sat¬ 
urday  afternoon  in  their  homecom¬ 
ing  game  with  Cape  Girardeau  In¬ 
dians  and  then  time  ran  out. "As  a 
result  the  biggest  homecoming  cele¬ 
bration  in  the  history  of  the  school 
ended  in  a  scoreless  tie  with  South¬ 
east  State. 

It  was  the  second  tie  game  in  the 
MIAA  for  the  Bearcats  who  had 
played  the  conference  leaders, 
Springfield,  7-7  at  Springfield. 

Statistics  showed  the  teams-'about 
even.  Both  clubs  made  seven  first 
downs.  Maryville  outgained  Cape 
nine  yards  by  rushing  and  Cape 
outgained  Maryville  in  the  air  10 
yards. 

Place  Kick  Is  Short 

Maryville  lost  a  scoring  opportun¬ 
ity  in  the  final  minutes  of  the  sec¬ 
ond  quarter.  Paul  Butherus,  harried 
by  Cape  tacklers,  got  off  a  wobbly 
pass  to  Alvin  Wormsley  that  was 
good  for  37  yards  that  put  the  ball 
on  the  Cape  18.  Marvin  Weed,  full¬ 
back  tore  off  six  yards  but  Maryville 
was  penalized  five  yards  for  taking 
too  much  time.  Weed  bucked  the 
line  for  five.  Marion  Freeman,  Tar- 
kio,  was  rushed  in  to  place  kick  from 
the  20  line,  but  his  boot  was  short.
